The arguments about Riley reference presented in the response, and during the interview on December 2, 2003, have been considered, 
but are found not convincing. Applicants argue that Riley requires nutrients in appropriate levels and combination, therefore there is no 
motivation to change the amounts of each and every nutrients disclosed by Riley. Riley does teaches some specific relationship between 
nutrient, such as vitamin C to iron, vitamin D to calcium, but Riley never specifically teaches the criticality of the amounts of folic acid 
disclosed therein. Riley stats "the dosage of one nutrient, if not physiologically appropriate, may change the requirement of another 
nutrient and even impair the immune response." As shown by Wakat, more than .8 mg of folic acid is physiological appropriate. Therefore, 
considering the cited references as a whole, the claimed Invention is obvious. .
